We Lelleve that, somewhit
thrangh the representations received from Eng-
land, enamel colors have been all but abandoned
in these new windows in favor of transpareut
glnss and the old mosuie method, Certainly we
gladly observe n return to the anelent “lead-
Ing:™ though we are not #ure that In’ these win-
dows some Hning o plzment hing not beon ap-
plied to the exterior.
